U.S., Spain 
Sign Pact 
Franco Government Now

WASHINGTON-IB—The United States and Spam today signed a 


20-year defense agi cement giving this country the right "to develop 
and use naval and air bases on Spanish soil and assuring Spam of 
military equipment from the United States.

Other Agreements 


Ambassadoi James C. Dunn and 


Spanish Foreign Minister Alberto 
Martin Artajo also signed econo- 
mic assistance and mutual defense 
assistance agieements, the latter 
spelling out the specific conditions 
under which Spam will receive 
military aid. 


The State Department released 


the text of the thiee agreements 
together with a statement saying 
that assistance to Spam totalling 
226 million dollars will be supplied 
under the mutual security program 
during the fiscal year ending next 
June 30. 


The announcement said that 85 


million dollars will be for defense 
support assistance — meaning va- 
rious uses in some way contrib- 
uting to the development of mili- 
tary strength — and 141 million 
dollars for actual military equip- 
ment. 


List Aims 


A major aim of the U. S aid to 


Spain is to modernire, in some 


degree and over a period of years, 
the Fianco government's army and 
naval forces. 


The agieement lists these pio- 


visions: 


1. The U. S Mediterranean fleet 


would get immediate use of at 
least five poits. These aie El P'ei-

Cadiz on the 
southwest 


coast, Caitagena and Valencia on 
the Medilerranean, and Mahon on 
Minorca, one of the Balearic Is- 
lands in the Mediteiranean. 


2. The U. S. Air Force would 


have the use of seveial Spanish 
an fields. 
The most important of 


these is Albacete, about 150 miles 
south of Madrid. This base report- 
edly will be enlaiged considerably 
to serve as a refueling station for 
American bombeis en route from 
U. S. bases to the Near East.

Murder Suspect 


Shot,to death m a phone booth 


as he tued to place a call to Los 
Angeles was John Elgin Johnson, 
34-yeai-old former

a murder suspect. 


Agent J. Brady Muiphy, 36, of 


the local office, was shot m the 
lower abdomen and died early to- 
day at Mercy hospital. Agent Ray 
Fox. 39.. was shot in the hip. 


They wei« lea'ding a squad of 


FBI men up the steps when John- 
son—being stalled by a Los An- 
geles opeiatoi on his call until' 
officers could get there—suddenly 
turned and opened fire thiough the 
glass door of the booth. 


Brady sagged to the floor and 


his gun rolled under a chair. Fox 
fell backward towaid the staus. 
Other agents moved up emptying 
their pistols into the booth. 


Hit Twice 


Johnson, hit by two bullets in 


the light side of the chest and one 
which grazed his fare, slumped 
against the door of the phone 
Jaooth, jamming it tight.

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Huge Outlays Expected 
In County for Repairs 


Lee county home owners will 


spend an estimated Sl.OSO.OOO dur- 
ing 1953 on repairing and moderniz- 
ing non-farm dwellings, according 
to a report just released by the 
Tile Council of America. 


"As the great postwar home 


building boom begins to slacken, 
home repair and reconditioning will 
assume major importance to the 
building trades in every commu- 
nity," said Robert Bailey, chair- 
man of the council's residential 
construction committee. 


Nearly two of every three home 


owners here will make some ex- 
penditure during the year to im- 
prove their property, according to 
the report. Painting of either the 
exterior or interior will be the most 
common repair, with replacing or 
repairing heating equipment sec- 


ond and work on roofs third. 
_One of every 11 homes in the 
U. S. has water pipes repaired, a 
bathioom uled or H shower in- 
stalled in an aveiage year, the re- 
port revealed. 
Six of every 100 


have ca:pentry work done. 


The kitchen is the area most 


families want to improve first. The 
resulting demand for new major 
equipment, clay tile for counter 
tops and dralnboards. and kitchen 
cabinets means prosperity in the 
community for many concerns and 
for skilled workmen, the report 
points out. 


Home repair e x p e n d i t u r e s 


throughout the nation will total al- 
most $4 billion, in 1953. the Tile 
;ouncil report estimated. This will 
be one of the heaviest outlays in 
U. S. history for such work.

1. Leave upper windows uncur

Novices Can 
Hang Paper 
Successfully 


Ever try papering a ceiling, only 


to wind up with paste in your hair 
and paper down around your ears? 


Before you check paper hanging 


off as a job only for the experts, 
note these tips. You may say, "It 
looks pretty good, if I do say so, 
myself." the next time you tackle 
a papering job. 


Apply a thin layer of paste to 


the back .of ceiling paper strip. 
Fold ends back on themselves so 
they meet at the middle. Lap the 
first strip down over the side wall 
one inch, and lay it to a guide line 
drawn across the ceiling. 


Standing on a scaffold under the 


area to be papered, support the 
left end of the paper with a roll of 
wallpaper, open the other end with 
your right hand and press into 
place. 


Smooth out about three feet of 


paper at a time with a-smoothing 
brush. When the entire strip is 
pasted up, go over it to eliminate 
remaining wrinkles. 


The next strip of paper (and all 


following) should lap the edge of 
previous strip by a fraction of an 
inch. Butting edges on a ceiling is 
difficult and generally not neces-

Nothing else can transform a 


room quite so completely as wood 
paneling. And part of the beauty 
of it is that it's so easy, and takes 
so little time, to install. Saw, ham- 
mer and nail-set are the only 
woodworking tools needed. 


The home handyman who picks 


tongue-and-groove lumber for pan- 
eling has a great variety of woods 
and widths to choose from. Narrow 
widths are becoming popular in 
modern settings, and are an ad- 
vantage in that they can be "blind 
nailed" through the"tongues so that 
no nail heads show on the faces of 
the boards. 


The simplest way to pane! with 


tongue-and-groove "lumber is to 
fasten the boards horizontally. No 
furring strips are needed on plas- 
ter walls, for the boards can be 
nailed direc\ly to wall studding. 
Windows and other openings in 
the walls create no problem, be- 
cause the paneling, being flush 
on the wall, can be butted against 
door and window trim. 


Veitical paneling, on the other 


hand, must be nailed to furring 
strips that aic first milled hori- 
zontally to studs. These l.\2-inch 
strips bring the wall out nearly 
an inch, of course, so that it ex- 
tends beyond window and door 
trim.

In Koof of Home 


During the autumn months, the 


experienced home-owner inspects 
his roof gutters frequently to make 
sure that they aren't in danger o 
being clogged by falling leaves. 


If runoff water stands in gutters 


when i-old weather comes, it can 
freeze and the ice can act as a 
dam. 
backing water t:p under 


shingle tabs to leak thiough the 
loyf dock. 


Chances of a leak oJ this kind 


will be minimized if gutters are 
kept clean and if the roofing ma 
terial has been properly applied. 
Recommendations for application 
of asphalt shingles, the most 
widely used roofing for houses, call 
for three extra layers of mater 
lal -- an "eaves flashing strip," 
a "metal drip edge." and a "start- 
er course" under the looting at 
tho oaves to give additional pro- 
tection.

You can prevent concrete from 


freezing, if the weather isn't too 
severe. But it isn't an easy job." 


Building contractors solve the 


problem cither by warming the 
concrete mix. or using anti-frecze 
in the mix, or both.

Tho 
second is decidedly tricky. If the 
anti-freeze is not used just right, 
the concrete will weaken.

Taxes ami Defense Pose Dilemma 


for President 


It is significant that out of the many things uttered by 


President Eisenhower in Boston, the country has fastened 
upon one main thought: '"There is no sacrifice—no labor, 
no tax, no service—too hard for us to bear to support a 
logical and necessary defense of our freedom." 


This general sentiment was widely endorsed, of course. 


But it was the intriguing inclusion of the word "tax" that 
caught especial attention. 
Did this mean the President 


soon intended to propose new taxes, or put off the sched- 
uled elimination and redution of present levies? 


To the second part of the query. Secretary of the Treas- 


ury Humphrey delivered a fast "no." The 10 per cent cut 
in personal income taxes and the abandonment of the excess 
profits tax planned for Jan. 1. 1954, will be carried out as 
promised. Leading lawmakers echoed Humphrey. 


To the first part, there was no immediate conclusive 


answer. The administration is known to be studying new 
tax devices, but is nut ix-auy fur decision. 


But the fact that the word "tax" rang such a loud bell 


suggests that many are sensitive to the greatest dilemma 
facing the President in the coining months: how to honor 
Republican pledges of a balanced budget and lower taxes 
while still assuring the country of an adequate defense. 


Even with present tax revenues, the administration 


looks for a 1953-54 deficit of three to four billion dollars. 
The scheduled Jan. 1 changes would trim off perhaps five 
billions. Other scheduled cuts in corporate and excise levies 
next April figure to slice federal income another three 
billions.

The Navy has come up with the history of the Ameri- 


can hamburger sandwich. It was revealed in the latest 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts' newsletter, which ex- 
plained: 


"Hamburgers were named In the last century after 


sailors from the port of Hamburg. Germany, who wcie 
in the habit of eating raw chopped beef patties. Though 
most hamburgers are now served cooked, studies show 
that more hamburgcis than any other meat item are now 
consumed in public eating places." 


In the same report the Navy claims that its recipe 


for hamburgers is the best. It includes bread crumbs, 
chopped onions, salt, pepper, eggs, and ground meat. 
Instructions for cooking, found in Navy Recipe Service 
(J-22). says, "grill on hot greased griddle, at 325 de- 
grees F. for 10 minutes or until done." 


I'ARROT FKVEIt 


One of the major headaches of the Treasury Depait- 


ment's Bureau of Customs is enforcing an old public 
health law. which places diastic restrictions on the im- 
portation of pariots. 


Last year there were only 135 cases of parrot fever 


reported in the U. S. It's a respiratory infection and 
easily curable with the new antibiotic drugs.

there's evidence that the disease might also come from 
domestic fowl. 


Nevertheless, the Bureau of Customs is charged 


with enforcing the Import ban which is currently made 
more difficult because of a bird fad. The birds include 
parakeets, or love birds, and macaws. Customs officials 
estimate that in the last two years at least 100,000 of 


these feathered pets have been smuggled into th U. S., 
mostly across the Mexican border.

for three days in late 1950, when 
the Allies had all but crushed the 
North Korean army.
